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Ths Editor of the Missouri Democrat 
Released. — Mr. McKee, the Editor of the 
Missouri Democrat, has been released from 
p.rrest. It will be remembered that he was 
arrested by General Schofield for refusing to 
divulge the source whence he obtained the 
President's letter removing General Curtis, 
for publication. The special order releasing 
him states that his parole is no longer bind- 
ing, as he has made sufficient apology and ex- 
planation. Mr. McKee in an editorial thinks 
there is considerable coolness in the order, as 
he has never made any apology or explana- 
tion whatever, but per contra has invariably 
refused so to do. 

Thk Draft. — Important circulars from the 
Provost Marshal-General relating to the draft 
are published. Drafted men aro considered 
soldiers in the service of the United States as 
soon as their names have been drawn. Men 
claimiDg exemption by reason of any disabil- 
ity have the right to have the question of 
their disability submitted to and passed upon 
by the Board of Enrolment; if the board de- 
cides them liable to serve they still have the 
right, after such decision, to pay the commu- 
tation or to furnish substitutes within such 
extended time a3 may be fixed by the board.

FBOSI THE ABMY OF THK CUMBERLAND. 

Tcllahoma, Tenn., July 18. 
At. last, after an illness that has served to 
confirm the disgust I felt for the locality 
when first I entered the precincts of the filthy 
village, I find myself perambulating in search 
of items. 

Thanks to the kind and encouraging atten- 
tions extended to me by the courteous at- 
taches of the Provost Marshal General's office. 
I am rapidly convalescing, and am fairly and 
safely out of the clutches of the diligent disci- 
ple of Escnlapiu?, who surfeited me with 
nauseating panaceas until the remedy seemed 
far more oppressive than the disease. It is no 
longer a matter of surprise to me that faces in 
hospitals wear such a ghastly, sepulchral 
pah-nets. 

A ticket to the hospital is almost an intro- 
duction to the trraveyard ; not that all the at- 
tentions, comforts, Ac , possible under the cir- 
cumstances, are not afforded, but that they are 
so vastly, so incomparably inferior to those of 
home that the comparison itself is dispiriting, 
and the invalid thinks of threatening dissolu- 
tion, the hoarse, the rattle of the clods upon 
the coffin lid, the farewell volley of his fellow- 
soldiers, and the epitaph, rather than of re- 
covery and the joys in store at the reunion 
with the loved ones at home. Apropos of 
hospitals and invalids, might I not suggest, 
without incurring the censure of being med- 
dlesome, that a system of furloughing for a 
limited length of time might be inaugurated 
to the good of hundreds of sick soldiers in 
camp, who are lingering out a painful exist- 
ence, of no service to the army in their pres- 
ent condition, but an expense and a burden. 

There arc men in camp to my knowledge, 
who have done no service for months, ana 
who nre unable to keep up afoot, with the 
army on the march. Sickness has unnerved 
and weakened them, until they have no 
strength, no^heart to work, nothing to inspirit 
and encourage, nothing to cheer, scarce a ray 
of hope to illumine the dark repulsive void 
that engulfs and hides a sick man in camp. 

A Surgeon becomes unpopular with the au- 
thorities if he frequently recommends disa- 
bled men lor furloughs, and until his philan- 
thropy, the finer and commendable feelings 
of h:s normal nature, are crushed and sacri- 
ficed to what is accommodatingly termed the 
exigencies of the service, he is the wrong man 
for the place. 

What do we gain by retaining men in the 
field to melt away into eternity by the slow, 
debilitating diseases peculiar to the camp? A 
visit home, whenever permitted, scarcely ever 
fails to return the sufferer to health, whereas 
a stay in camp hurries him to the grave. 

If 1 sat in my easy chair at Headquarters, 
writirg protests to some of the applications 
that I know have been refused, I should feel 
that my signature was being affixed to so 
many death warrants, and that the Recording 
Angel was jolting down a record "of inhu- 
manity to man," dangerous to my peace of 
soul in the world to come. 

I would not purposely breathe an insinua- 
tion against the integrity of those in whose 
hands these matters rest. But in this refer- 
ence to the subject I have eased my mind of 
a burden that has long been upon it, and done 
simple justice to those poor fellows, who have 
been so long removed from her presence, that 
her existence remains only in glimmerings, 
that yet confusedly come from memory's 
Etorc-room, of a wooden statue grasping even 
scales, that crowns the spire of their county 
courthouses. 

I spoke in my last letter of some outrageous 
pillaging that I witnessed while travelling a 
few hours in the rear of the army. I have 
since noticed in the Nashville Union a card 
from some soldier at Winchester, asking why 
the rations, hauled by the supply trains for 
the use of the soldiers, were shared by the 
rebel citizens of that locality. I shall venture 
an explanation. The day following our occu- 
pation of Tullahoma, rapid discharges of ar- 
tillery in the direction of Winchester induced 
me, in company with another knight of the 
quill, to saddle my attenuated and corn-han- 
gry horseflesh for a trip in that direction. 

After a long, tiresome ride, through drip- 
ping forests and a drenching storm, over a 
road so worn by the wsgon-trains, as to be 
almost impassable to a horseman, we emerged 
into a cultivated valley, through which crept 
a stream of clear crystal water from the moun- 
tains. 

Just at the entrance of this valley, at the 
foot of the hill? shadowed, by the lofty trees, 
stood a neat little log cabin, somewhat retireu 
from the road, and carefully chinked. A 
porch extended the length of the building, 
which faced at right angle with the road. The 
cleanly swept yard, the thrifty peach and 
cherry trees, and the tastefully trained vines 
that crept from tree to tree, and shaded the 
foot-path from the cabin to the road, evidenced 
the home of a poor but industrious family. 

The old man who lived here accosted us as 
we passed, and we rode up to the gate. In a 
voice trembling from age, and betokening so- 
licitude, he related his story of destitution. It 
is but brief and I repeat it. 

He emigrated to Tennessee at an early day. 
Misfortune, double-handed, never quitted him. 
Sickness and losses kept him poor. He had 
no boys old enough to assist materially in the 
support of the family. 

When the question of withdrawing from 
the Union was before the people of Tennessee, 
his voice and vote were against seceding. He 
was denounced as a traitor to the South, and 
when the rebel army occupied tne country his 
roperty was taken without remuneration. 
tVben the Federals entered he felt secure 
against lawless seizures of property, and en- 
joyed relief. Onr army passed his house along 
the same road that it travelled a year before, 
but with far different results. His protesta- 
tions of friendship and sympathy fell as coldly 
upon the ears of the pillagers as though their 
hearts had become calloused to the appeals of 
humanity. The stragglers passed, and with 
them, who must have forgotten their own lit- 
tle ones at home, went the last pound of pro- 
visions that the family had. Provender is 
precious in this country where so little can be 
found, and I feel proud to know that the sen- 
timents of the better portion of the troops ac- 
corded with the spirit of the order, issued from 
headquarters, prohibiting under heavy penal- 
ty the practice of plundering and pillaging. 

The instance 1 have adduced is not the most 
aggravated one I found. But commencing 
here, for a distance of eight miles I did not 
find a single house that bad not been rifled of 
everything eatablo on the premises. 

Gardens were trampled and destroyed, and 
vegetables unfit for use torn up and thrown 
upon the ground. Often I found bedding 
taken from the houses, carried some distance, 
and left hanging to a fence stake. Two days 
following, when I returned to Tullahoma, I 
met old women supporting themselves on 
canes, barefooted girls, and ragged, care-worn 
mothers, trudging through the mud to Win- 
chester to ask of the army something to sus- 
tain them. 

TLese facts came to the knowledge of the 
authorities, and, as the outrages were prac- 
tised in the face of positive warnings and 
orders to the contrary, I presume that, to 
punish the offenders, the guilty and the inno- 
cent have been compelled to share with the 
plundered people the rations that were meant 
for the soldk-rs alone. The army made the 
people destitute, and, though they be ene- 
mies, justice and humanity demand that they 
be fed. The order, while it returns very prop- 
erly what was taken, very unfortunately com- 
pels those to subsist on half rations who hon- 
estly ]«ieferrcd to go hungry rather than take 
from defenceless, helpless children. 

The following orders on the subject of pil- 
laging display a promptness and earnestness 
on the part of the authorities to suppress the 
baleful practice that is highly comraenable. 
The letter of General McCook's Chief of Staff, 
G. P. Thurston, evidences a manly, soldierly 
appreciation of the proprieties that should be 
oDseried in tbo occupation of an enemy's 
country, and discovers a philanthropic senti- 
ment that does honor to the man, and prom- 
ises favorable results to the command: 

Headquarters Dep't of Cumberland, 1 
Tt'LLAnoMA, Tknn., July 8, 1863. J 
General: The General Commanding re- 
grets to learn that straggling soldiers are com- 
mitting outrages on citizens by thieving and 
robbing. Great irregularities have also been 
observed in foraging. In many instances pro- 
visions and forage have been taken without 
giving the proper receipts, and soldiers of for- 
aging parties have been allowed to straggle 
from their commands and commit outrages. 
This must at once be corrected by the most 
severe and summary punishment. 

The General Commanding directs corps 
commanders to take vigorous measures to cor- 
rect the evil.

Hearing that a foraging party, in charge of 
an officer with instructions, was going out. I 
accompanied it in anxiety to learn the modus 
operandi of gobbling eatables, and to converse 
with and sec the people at home. 

Six and a half miles below Tiillahomi are 
medicinal springs, the waters of which are 
favorably known throughout the South, and 
yearly attracted large numbers of invalids and 
pleasure seekers. On our way to this place, 
we found two Union families, who had repre- 
sentatives in our army. I noticed that wher- 
ever friends to our cause were found by forag- 
ing parties, rightly instructed and honestly 
disposed, privato piopertv is most sacredly re- 
spected. I regret that all soldiers on similar 
errands are not possessed and actuated by 
equally laudable motives and principles. 

1 made it a point to stop and make inquiry 
at every house we passed, in the hope to learn 
something reliable of the feelings of the peo- 
ple in regard to the issue of the war. I found 
a large number of indigent families, compris- 
ing often four, five, and frequently a half 
dozen little tow-baired children, who had lost 
their protector in battle. Whenever I inquired 
"Where is your father? ' one of the children, 
or the mother, would quickly reply, "O, you 
all killed him at the battle of Murfreesboro." 
1 was ^rprised to witness the unaffected, firm, 
and unfaltering manner in which tbe family 
spoke of the loss of the dear ones. This stoic 
indifference to bereavement, that L would on- 
ly have looked for in the character that histo- 
ry gives to the Spartan or Saracen mother, 
amounts in some cases to a superlative indif- 
ference to disaster that I cannot contemplate 
without emotions of surprise and wonder. It 
must not be inferred, either, that there is no 
affection where this sternness of heart in the 
presence of misfortune displays itself. A more 
affectionate people, as evidenced in the letters 
we capture, cannot be found. A mail bag, it 
has been said, will unveil the hearts of a peo- 
ple, and exhibit with unerring truthfulness 
their character. The numerous mails we have 
captured display qualities of heart, when re- 
ferred to the ties of affection between families 
and friends, highly commendatory of the peo- 
ple. 

The violent and malevolent hatred of the 
Federals that was once the moving spirit of 
the people is either gradually wearing off or 
is most successfully masked. We were at- 
tacked by no vindictive, resentful termagants, 
such as we found near Lebanon. Here the 
crushing realties of a devastating war, made 
more insufferable by the los=es of both proper- 
ty and friends, have broken the proud spirit 
that once swayed every thought and emotion 
to one sole object, the attainment of Southern 
independence. At the mercy of their enemies, 
experience and the dictates of prudence have 
taught tbe people to demean themselves in a 
respectful manner to the conquerors if they 
would challenge the respect and protection 
they so anxionsly solicit of the authorities. 

I failed to find" during the day a single fam- 
ily that did not mourn the loss of a relative, 
or that had not by conscription a representa- 
tive in the rebel army. 

The prevailing impression in regard to the 
war is, that, although the South will be able to 
prosecute the war for years yet, she had better 
if possible seek an early adjustment of the 
questions at issue on the basis of a return to 
the Union, with certain amendments to the 
Constitution that shall forever remove from 
Congress, and out of reach of a possibility of 
agitation by the Legislative power, the subject 
of slavery. 

I am constrained to believe from a rather 
extensive knowledge of sentiment in Tennes- 
see that the South persist in warring, not so 
much in the hope of saving slavery as the 
thief end of the contest, as of establishing in 
defiance of the awful powers that oppose her 
ber independence of the Federal Government. 
The pecuniary aspect of. the struggle has 
dwindled in importance before the far more 
absorbing one to tbe leaders of self protection. 

The establishment of the Confederacy as a 
government would, 1 believe, be considered 
as ample recompense for the total destruction 
of ?^e system of siavery, that was once re- 
garded as tbe corner stone of their Govern- 
ment. The common people, who own no 
slaves, have no interest in the institution, and, 
unless dazzling prospects, as the concomitant 
of a new government, can retain their sym- 
pathies in the cause, their armies will inevit- 
ably crumble and disintegrate by the mere 
force of a lack of interest on the part of the 
common soldiers. If the hopes of commer- 
cial and political greatness, greater freedom, 
and greater opportunities for an accumulation 
of individual wealth, attendant on the 
achievement of Southern independence, and 
the establishment of a Southern Confederacy, 
can be painted in sufficiently tempting colors 
to quiet the disaffection now permeating and 
disorganizing the rebel armies, the leaders 
may buoy their sinking fortunes until foreign 
assistance or propitious fates achieve for them 
that which their own sagacity and inherent 
strength has totally failed to effect. 

That any overtures of surrender will be 
made by the Confederate authorities now, that 
all the influence of a bribed and pampered 
aristocracy in England, inimical to anything, 
republican is moving with all the power at 
command in the English Parliament for a re- 
cognition of the Southern Confederacy; now, 
that a new display of sympathy on the part of 
the French gives hope or something favora- 
ble from Europe; and the rapidly approaching 
period for a Presidential election bids fair for 
a change of administration, less radical in its 
policy, 1 regard as hardly probaole. 

The fall of Charleston, which we hopefully 
look forward to, and which the enemy enter- 
tains most serious fears of, will hasten the de- 
cision of the question, and I am sure none 
more than the soldiers desire to see it decided. 

The occupation cf Hunlsville, Alabama, by 
our cavalry, seems to have been not unex- 
pected. The citizens hurried off to Georgia 
all the able-bodied negroes and most valuable 
stock in that region, thereby defeating, par- 
tially, one of the prime objects of the expedi- 
tion. 

The success that has attended the formation 
into a brigade for fatigue duty of all contra- 
bands collected through the country has in- 
duced the General to add as rapidly as possi- 
ble to the numbers of the force. To do this, 
our mounted forces have orders to bring in all 
negroes who desire to leave their masters and 
enter the employ of the government. 

The rebels seem seriously chagrined at the 
action of Bragg in relinquishing Tenuessee, 
which is terratd the "Confederate granary." 

Gen. Stanley's pickets held frequent conver- 
sations with the rebels guarding the fords on 
the Tennessee, in which the rebels express 
their regrets at leaving the State, but the great- 
est confidence in their cavalry causing us con- 
siderable annoyance in Kentucky and in our 
rear. 

The confidence of the Southern people in 
the impregnability of Yicksbnrg is truly 
amazing. Although they have read full and 
detailed accounts in Northern journals of its 
capitulation tbey will not believe that it has 
surrenderor!. The importance of the position 
they have been educated to a full appreciation 
cf. scd the tenacity with which they still 
cling to a hope of its security only measures 
the inestimable depth of their despair conse- 
quent upon its fall. QUILL.

A third imin thinks wilhoutexpense at all, 
By guileful fair word* peace may be obtuiu'd. 
Awake, awake, Ktnlttcky nobility ! 
Let not sloth dim your honors, uew-begot." 

Will you vote for men to tear down the great 
barrier that is keeping back the hordes of trai- 
tors and let them in like a flood to lay your 
houses in devastation and ruin? Will the 
people of Kentucky vote no more men to aid 
in defending their own firesides, nor money to 
supply the wants of the families of those that 
have put their breasts between their homes 
and your homes and their enemies, and have 
already home the heat and burden of the day?

Colcmbcb, O., July 24. 
Morgan's forces were undoubtedly divided 
into two divisions before leaving Cumberland 
last night. The largest squad, under com- 
mand of Morgan himself, left Cumberland 
yesterday evening at 8 o'clock, pursuing a 
northeastwardly direction, striking the Cen- 
tral Railroad at Campbell's Station about 7 
A. M. to-day, eight miles east of Cambridge. 
He burned the bridge and depot there and 
then moved duo north toward Washington, 
on the National road, arriving at that place at 
10 A. M., burning country bridges and steal- 
ing horses as he moved. 

He left Washington at 11 A. M., after de- 
liberately feeding his men and horses. He 
did no damage there. He then struck out 
eastwardly on the national road, until he 
reached a place called Fairview, on the line 
below Gurnsey and Belmont counties, eight 
milei east of Washington, where he left the 
pike and moved northeast, then changed to the 
southeast, striking the national road again at 
Hcndrieksburg, six miles east of Fairview. 
This takes him up to 4 P. M. Here we lo3t 
track of him. 

He appears to be moving in the direction of 
Bornesville. If he keep3 the road he leaves 
Bornesville to the right. Of the smaller 
squad nothing is known further than that they 
moved due east from Cumberland. 

It is supposed that he has reached the neigh, 
borhood of Sunfish, on the Ohio river, twenty 
miles below Wheeling, ere this, where the 
larger squad will join him. Our cavalry will 
lay behind, not having come up with the ene- 
my, except at Washington, when our advance 
fell in with Morgan's rear and fired a single 
round, when the rebels put spurs to their 
horses and skedaddled out of reach. The 
State authorities are straining every nsrve to 
circumvent Morgan. 

The Governor was in his office all night in 
instant communication with General Burn- 
side and the forces in the field. They are in 
strong hopes that Morgan will be surrounded 
before reaching the river as before, but the 
chances are that he may yet cro3S. 

Washington, July 21. 
The impression that Meade and Lee are 
lying with their armies along the bank3 of 
the Upper Potomac watching each other, 
and that the headquarters of Gen. Meade is 
at Harper's Ferry, or in that region, i3 a de- 
cided mistake. Both armies are active, and 
Meade is where he can strike Leo a blow 
when he pleases. A battle is likely to occur 
at any moment. On the same subject, thi3 
evening's Star has the following: 

We apprehend there can now be little doubt 
that, on Saturday morning last, Lee com- 
menced to move most of his army up the Vir- 
ginia Valley from the position it bad occupied 
sir.ee recrossing the Potomac. He had pre- 
viously made a feint to racross the Potomac 
by sending Ewell's command up toward Cum- 
berland. 

It is to be presumed that the movements of 
Meade's army, which has been by no m»aas 
idle of late, is making it necessary for him to 
hurry off for the protection of his communi- 
cation with Richmond. 

We feel very sure that Meade has those com- 
munications already at his mercy. When and 
how, it is not proper that we should state; at 
any rate lie may not improperly say that 
Meade is demonstrating that all apprehension 
of tardiness on his part is entirely groundless. 

Lee's advance is reported to have been at 
Strasburg on the day before yesterday, and 
we trust.as we believe, that his whole ll.mk is 
being doily felt by Meade's cavalry, so that all 
his movements are immediately known and 
provided against ; that these are only state- 
ments of the local paper*. 

It need only be added that there is a plenti- 
ful lack of knowledge as to army movements 
on cither side, and that the deficiency is being 
supplemented by the vaguest rumors. 

Memphis, July 22. 
Tie steamer Planet has just arrived from 
Port Hudson, having onboard 1 GO rebel offi- 
cers who are en route for Sandusky via Cairo. 
When the beat reached Helena twenty-five of 
the prisoners threw themselves from tho guards 
of the boat into the river for the purpose of 
effecting their escape. 

It is supposed that a few of them reached 
the shore, but the majority of tbem were 
drowned. One of the officers, Maj. Hevort, 
informed me that the entire batch of privates 
taken at Port Hudson had been paroled, and 
that before the surrender they suffered ex- 
tremely for the want of provisions, mule beef 
being a luxury even at an exorbitant price. 

General Beall's staff, of the regular army, 
are expected here this evening on the Impe- 
rial. 

Cincinnati, July 24. 
Fourteen hunared more of Morgan's men 
arrived last night. They will be forwarded 
to Indianapolis to-day. Twenty-four hun- 
dred lave arrived altogether. 

Washington, July 24. 
It is an erroneous impression that the Fed- 
eral or rebel army has recrossed the Potomac 
into Maryland, or that either of them is at 
rest. They are both moving rapidly south- 
ward. , ... 

Gee. Meade s army has attained already an 
Rdvante.ee of position, and will give Lee a de- 
cisive battle north of the Rappahannock. 

Gen. Meade has probably cut the line of 
supplies. 

Direct communication between W a3hing- 
ton and the Headquarters of the Army of the 
Potomac has been opened.

Leavenwosth, July 25. 

On Thursday, the 10th, a severe fight oc- 
curred between Gen. Blunt and the rebel 
General Cooper, resulting in the complete 
route of the rebels. 

Finding that the rebels had fallen back from 
Fort Gibson, Blunt, with twenty-four hun- 
dred men and twelve guns, left in pursuit. 
After marching 50 miles in 24 hours, they 
found the enemy, 5,000 strong, in position on 
Elk Creek. 

Blunt immediately attacked. Our artillery 
dismounted two re^el guns, whit:h were cap- 
tured. A charge was finally made, when the 
enemy fled in confusion. 

Our cavalry was pursuing when the courier 
left. Rebel loss CD killie, 24 wounded, and 
100 prisoners. Our I033 was 10 killed and 30 
wounded. We captured a quantity of com- 
missary.slores. 

Gen. Blunt, though sick, commanded in 
person. 

Memphis, July 23. 

Chalmer's forces who have held the country 
south of Memphis, is reported to be moving 
towards Grenada and O'Kalona. 

Scouts from Okalona yesterday report John- 
ston fallen back to Chunky river. 

Bragg's army is mostly at Chattanooga and 
Atlanta. None have gone to Johnston, At- 
lanta being strongly fortified. 

Charleston dates of the 19th state that Fort 
Wagner still holds out, and that the Yankees 
bad been surprised on Foley Island, and had 
retreated to Morris Island, and that the iron- 
clads and other craft continued to bombard 
Fort Wagner. 

The report that Pillow is in West Tennes- 
see is untrue. 

Small bands of guerillas, enforcing the con- 
scription, stealing horses, Ac, are all the 
forces left to annoy the inhabitants.

The rebels were in force yesterday near 
Front Royal. We drove their cavalry from 
Manassas Gup about sunset. 

It is believed that the rebels intend to cross 
the Blue Ridge at Chester or Thornton's Gap. 
They will meet obstructions at tho former 
place. 

New Tore, July 25 
Tbe offices of Military Gov*rnor and Secre- 
tary of Arkansas have been abolished. 

A Mobile letter reports the capture of the 
steamer Kate Dale ol Mobile with Too bales 
of cotton. 

Cincinnati, July 25, 9 P. M. 
The latest heard from Morgan is that he was 
eight miles from Steubeuville, and moving 
North. 

Washington, July 25. 
The National Republican, of this evening, 
states that positive information has been re- 
ceived here that Lee has been delaying on 
the Potomac to enable him to get away safely 
with the plunder he has collected in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania, and because hisf.reehas 
teen gathering new crops of grain iu the 
Shenandoah Valley. He is now moving to- 
ward Richmond with immense trains of sup- 
plies, the necessity for the procuring of which 
was increased by the fall of Vicksburg and 
Poit Hudson, and is now intensified by the 
cutting of the Tennessee and Virginia Rail- 
road, which was agreat medium for procuring 
supplies for Lee's army. 

The Navy Department has received informa- 
tion tbat tbe steamer Santiago de Cuba cap- 
tured, on the 15th of July, the 3teamer Lizzie 
of Nassau, after a chase of two hours. She 
was formerly owned in Wilmington, N. C, 
and was on tbe second trip from Wilmington. 
Her cargo consisted of brandy, soap, dry 
goods, provisions, &c. 

The following was received at the Navy De- 
partment this morning: 

Flag Ship Black Hawk, ) 
Okf Vicksbcrg, July 18th. j 
Sir: I have the honor to inform you that 
the expedition sent into the Red River region 
proved very successful. Ascending the Black 
and Tensas rivers, running parallel with the 
Mississippi, Lieut. Commander Selfridge mide 
the bead of navigation on the Tensas Lake 
and Bayou Macon, 30 miles above Vicksburg, 
and within 5 or 6 miles of the Mississippi riv- 
er. The enemy were taken completely by 
surprise. The rebels that have ascended to 
that region will be obliged to move further 
back from theriver.if not to go away altogether. 
Lieut. Commander Selfridge divided his forces 
on finding transports which had been carrying 
stores to Walker's army, which had ejc.iped 
up sorjse of the narrow streams. He jcat tho 
Rattler to the Little Red river, a aeoill tribu- 
tary of tbe Black, and tho Forest R030 and 
Petrel up the Tensas. The ntght was dark 
and raining very bard. The Monitors and 
Rattier succeeded in capturing the rebel 
Steamer LonSville, one of the largest and per-

recentlv returned from the fleet 



haps best steamers on the Westeru waters. 

Up the Tensas, or one of its tributarre i, the 
Forest Rose or Petrel captured the steamer 
Elmira, loaded with stores, sugar, and rum for 
the rebel army. Finding tbe steamers which 
had conveyed Gen. Walker's army had return- 
ed up the Ouachita, the expedition started up 
tbat river and came suddenly upon two rebel 
steamers; but the rebels set them on tire and 
tbey were consumed. One steamer loaded 
wan ammunition escaped above the fort at 
Harrisonburg, which is a very strong work, 
and unassailable with wooden gunbo.tts. It 
is on an elevation over 100 feet high, which 
elevation covers a water battery of heavy 
guns. 

Lieut. Selfridge was fortunate enough, how- 
ever, to hearot a large quantity of ammuni- 
tion that had lately been hauled from Natchez 
and deposited at Trinity, due west of Natchez, 
from whence stores, provisions, cattle, guns, 
snd ammunition are transported. He captured 
15,000 rounds smooth-boreamraunitioo, 10,000 
rounds for Enfield rifles, 224 rounds fixed am- 
munition, 52 hogsheads sugar, ten puncheons 
rum, nine barrels flour, and 50 barrels salt, all 
belonging to tbe Confederate Government. 
Walkei's army is left almost without ammu- 
nition. 

The officers have shown great energy in 
this expedition, and have met with no mis- 
haps. They procured a good deal of informa- 
tion, by which future movements will be 
regulated. The people in that section ore 
very hostile to the government, and are rank 
rebels.

Grierson and his cavalry have arrived at 
Memphis. 

Fortress Monroe, July 24. 

Richmond papers to July 23d are received. 
The Seutinel, of July 22d, says that 840 Yan- 
kee pri-oner3 arrived in Richmond on Mon- 
day. One hundred and twenty-three were 
from Jackson, Mississippi, and the balance 
from Gettysburg. 

Charleston, July 18. — The Ironsides, five 
Monitor?, and five mortar boats, assisted by 
two land batteries, mounting five guns, have 
fired furiously at Fort Wagner all day. One 
of our gun carriages was dismounted.

The Richmond Whig has the following de- 
spatch from Charleston, dated the 22d: 

The enemy commenced shelling again, with 
lut few casualties on our side. 

We had in the battle of the ISth inst. about 
150 killed and wounded. The loss of the enemy, 
including prisoners, was about 2,000. Nearly 
800 were buried under a Hag of truce. Col. 
Putnam, acting Brigadier-General, and Col. 
Shaw, commanding a negro regiment, were 
killed. 

New York, July 25. 

The City of New York made the passage 
from Queens'.own in nine days, the quickest 
time on record for a screw steamer. 

The Bohemian arrived out on the 15th, and 
the City of Cork on the 16th. 

In the House of Commons, on the 13th, 
Mr. Roebuck withdrew his motion for tho 
recognition of the South, yielding hi3 own 
feelings. 

Lord Palmerston said Roebuck did right m 
withdrawing the motion. He hoped it would 
be the last time that any member of Parlia- 
ment would make a case of his intercourse 
with any foreign sovereignty, it being ex- 
tremelv irregular. 

Mr. O' Donoughue protested against Mr. Roe- 
buck's bitter hostility to the North. He be- 
lieved that Mr. Roebuck and his friends were 
actuated by the belief that the destruction of 
the Union would l>e a great advantage to 
England. He should consider it the greatest 
calamity to the the world. 

Nearly $7,000 have already been collected 
for the families of poiicemen, firemen, and 
soldiers injured or killed in the late riots.

We also captured two steamers, one of which 
is very valuable. They will be of great ser- 
vice at this time.

I am satisfied the information which you 
published on yesterday from the New Albany 
Ledger, in reference to the growing tobacco 
crop, is in several particulars erroneous; for, 
vt hilst there is no doubt that the crop planted 
is large, it has been much injured by the very 
heavy raiDS, and in loam grounds and basins 
much of it has been drowned, and has a great 
tctdency to trench; and in addition, it is in a 
bad condition for want of work, as the ground 
was for tome three weeks too wet. 

It could not be ploughed up, and mu3t 
necessarily be injured from this cause, and in 
all Southern Kentucky, the largest tobacco 
region in the AVcst, labor baa become so scarce, 
ou account of tbe young men joining the 
aimics, and the loss of negroes, that the crop 
cannot be cultivated and saved, and, in many 
instances, parts of crops have been abandoned 
to the weeds and grass. From (hese causes I 
think the crop will be less than is estimated. 
I only desire to get at the facts, and have no 
Inteiest as to whether prices go up or down.

Diath of Mr. Cbittkndes. — We have re- 
ceived from Frankfort, the painful intelligence 
that Mr. Crittenden is dead. He died yester- 
day morning at three o'clock. This intelli- 
gence will thrill the heart of the nation with 
peculiar grief. It will add a fresh shadow to 
the gloom that overhangs our stricken land. 
And, alas! it well may. 

The death of Mr. Crittenden at any time 
■would have been a national bereavement; his 
death at this time is a national calamity. It 
is scarcely hyperbole to say that Mr. Critten- 
den was the good angel of our country. A 
man of the loftiest integrity, a patriot of un- 
surpassed fidelity and of unequalled magna- 
nimity, a statesman of the most extended and 
varied experience and of unfailing sagacity, 
an orator whose golden eloquence was the 
thrice-refined spirit of a just and honorable 
conciliation, and the sole survivor in active 
life of the ma:ter-spirita of the last generation 
of statesmen, whose intellects and whose char- 
»:ters reflected upon us the glory of the states- 
men of the Revolution as the mountain tops re- 
flect the splendors of the dying day, he above 
all otter men in the land, far above all other 
men, embodied the spirit and the principle to 
which under Providence every enlightened 
American looks for the salvation of the Repub- 
lic. Ue more fully than any other man who 
survives him impersonated the true genius of 
American patriotism in this mighty struggle 
for the preservation of American nation- 
ality. He was indeed the glass wherein true 
patriots did dress themselves. 

But he is no more! The good angel of our 
country has passed away. The mirror of pa- 
triotism and of all other noble qualities lies 
broken upon the earth. Death, the pitiless 
Destroyer, has shattered it. The true and 
princely Crittenden is dead. Yet though 
dead he lives, — 

LfTei in death with glorious fame. 
May his deathless life beyond life inspire and 
guide bis countrymen forevermore. 

The Issui. — The issue to be determined at 
the approaching election in Kentucky is sim- 
ple. It is familiar. It is in fact the old issue. 

The condemnation of the misdeeds of this 
weak and faithless but fleeting administration 
does not constitute the issue. Not at all. 
Those misdeeds cannot be •ondemned posi- 
tively in terms too strong tor the Union party 
of Kentucky. The Union party itself in its 
platform has solemnly condemned them in 
terms which the great conservative party of 
the North has formally adopted as its 
own. On this point the only difference 
between the Union party and the secession 
party is, that, while both condemn the mis- 
deeds of the administration, the Union party, 
regarding those misdeeds as not only false in 
principle but adapted to aid the rebellion, con- 
demns them in order to 6ecure their correction 
as speedily as practicable, whereas the secession 
party, regarding them indeed as adapted to aid 
the rebellion, condemns them in order to make 
them more effectually aid the rebellion; and 
of course each party so condemns them as to 
accomplish its particular end. In other words, 
both parties condemn the misdeeds of the ad- 
ministration, but the Union party condemns 
them for patriotic purposes in the way suited 
to accomplish patriotic purposes, when on the 
contrary the secession party condemns them 
for seditious purposes in the way suited to 
accomplish seditious purposes. This is the 
only difference between the two parties with 
respect to abolitionism. It is the old differ- 
ence between the Union party and the seces- 
sion party; and it points directly to the issue 
now, which is, as we have said, the old issue. 

The misdeeds of the administration the 
Union party and the secession party both con- 
demn. The Union party condemns those mis- 
deeds with a resolution far deeper and more 
earnest than that with which the secession 
party condemns them. Every member of the 
Union ticket is pledged strenuously and un- 
flinchingly to oppose them within the sphere 
of his lawful power: and the pledge will be 
faithfully redeemed. While, however, the 
Union party and the secession party agree in 
condemning the misdeeds of the administration, 
the two parties do not agree in the manner of 
correcting those misdeeds, or, rather, in the 
manner of dealing with them, for the seces- 
sion party cannot be justly said to intend their 
correction at all. The U nion party hold3 that 
the first and most imperative step is«to main- 
tain the government; and that the next step 
is to elect conservative men to Congress, to 
elect a conservative President, to direct pub- 
lic opinion with the utmost energy toward 
the same general end, and, in a word, to do 
everything that can be done under the forms 
of the government to correct the administra- 
tion's misdeeds at the very earliest possible 
hour. In short, the Union party would cor- 
rect the administration by maintaining the 
government, and by aiding in all legitimate 
waye to put it in the hands of the conserva- 
tives of the country. Such is the position 
of tho Union party. The secession party, 
on the contrary, holds that the first and most 
imperative step is to withhold supplies from 
the government, thereby placing it at the mer- 
cy of the rebellion; and, as this step would 
insure the triumph of the rebellion, there 
would be no room for any further Btep. The 
first step in the secession programme would be 
the last. In short, the secession party would 
correct the administration by destroying the 
government. There is no form in which the 
secession platform can be fully stated which 
does not logically come to this result. Suoh 
is the position of the secession party. 

Of course the design of the secession party 
is to subserve the rebellion. We speak not of 
individuals but of the party. The design of 
the party a3 a party is to Bubserve the rebel- 
lion. Doubtless there are individual members 
who do not as yet participate in this design. It 
is nevertheless the design of the party. No party 
Organized on such a basis could have anyoth- 
er design. The party is a rebel party. Even 
a total stranger to the condition of affairs in 
Kentucky would at once infer this from the 
platform itself. The platform is a rebel plat- 
form. It is in any other character a sheer in- 
sult to common sense. But when we consid- 
er that the authors of the platform, that the 
originators and real leaders of the party in 
its present shape.that nearly the entire rank and 
file of the party, and that prominent members 
Of the State ticket of the party , are all original 
secessionists, and that the only members of the 
party who are not original secessionists are 
the few that from time to time have forsaken 
the Union party under the ordeal to which 
the miserable faction in power has subjected 
us,— when we consider all this, we say, the 
design of the party to su'sservt the rebellion 



stands out in a light so stror.g as to banish 
even the shadow of doubt. There can te no 
rational doubt on the subject. 

And this brings us to the iss-ie, which is 
simply the old issue of Union or Disunion. It 
is simply the old issue, but with a nearer and 
more distinct view of the appalling conse- 
quences which must follow the triumph of the 
Disunion party. It is the old issue more strik- 
ingly defined. The unspeakable desolation 
and dishonor which heretofore the people of 
Kentucky have seen in the distance as the sure 
fruits of the triumph ofthe Disunion party now 
stare us all in the face so close that we may 
count their horrid features. Will the vision 
prove less potent when it sears the eye-balls of 
the people than when it appeared compara- 
tively afar off ? Will the men, who put down 
the Disunion party here when the fearful con- 
sequences of its triumph were discerned prin- 
cipally by the light of rational conjecture, 
now voluntarily precipitate tho3e conse- 
quences when experience has shed upon them 
a light as broad as day, and when they glare 
upon us with a hideousncs3 more terrible and 
more revolting than ever before? Surely not. 

The rebellion is now consuming to ajhes 
upon the funeral pile built by the rebellion 
itself. Whether or not it will expire indeed 
or rise phccnix-like to assail the government 
with renewed heart and vigor largely depends 
upon the result of the approaching election in 
Kentucky. The rebels themselves, as we 
have shown heretofore, declare that the pos- 
session of Kentucky would countervail their 
late reverses elsewhere, and that the defeat of 
the Union party of Kentucky next Monday 
will pave the way for their possession of the 
State. This declaration is no mere specula- 
tion but a fact as reported to us by the Federal 
officer to whom in the disguise of a rebel 
guerilla the declaration was made. And the 
declaration is supported unanswerably by the 
character of the party opposed to the Union 
party of Kentucky and by the general con- 
dition of affairs in the Commonwealth and 
the Union. The rebels do not reckon with- 
out their host. Unquestionably the secession 
party of Kentucky is the mere pioneer of the 
rebels in arms, and the triumph of the one at 
the ballot-box would be quickly followed by the 
advent of the other upon our soil under advan- 
tages coveted from the outset but never yet 
enjoyed. The defeat of the Union party of Ken- 
tucky would infallibly bring about the triumph 
of the rebellion in the councils of the State, 
and would powerfully reinvigoratc the rebel- 
lion at large. It would relume the dying fires of 
this most accursed conspiracy against the 
peace and happiness and glory of the Ameri- 
can people, and, dipping the olive- branch anew 
in fraternal blood, would wrap Kentucky in 
the destroying flames of a strife from which 
under God the Union party has preserved her 
in the past as the Union party alone can pre- 
serve her in the future. It would cast away 
every good Kentucky has won or retained and 
would draw down every ill she has averted or 
expelled. It would turn all the struggles and 
all the sacrifices and all the victories of the 
past into a bitter and infernal mockery. Shall 
the Union party of Kentucky be defeated? 
Shall the Disunion party triumph ? Kentuck- 
ians! the decision is with you. 



JfiyThe secessionists of Kentucky avow 
in their platform that they are in favor of 
stopping the war by withholding supplies; 
that is to say, they are in favor of forcing the 
government to surrender to the rebellion. 
This is the sum and substance of their plat- 
form. It is a just construction of their plat- 
form. It is exactly what they mean. Such 
is their policy. They of course will not have 
the power to carry out this policy in Con- 
gress; but, if they prevail in the election next 
Monday, they will have the power to carry 
out this policy in Kentucky or at least to 
throw the State into collision with the Gen- 
eral Government in the attempt to carry out 
the policy. And there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will exercise in this direction 
all the power they get. They would surren- 
der the whole government to the rebellion, if 
they could, but, as they cannot do that, they 
will surrender whatever part they can. There 
is no doubt of this fact. They are thoroughly 
and exclusively devoted to <the rebellion. 
They care nothing about abolitionism, Union- 
ism, Constitutionalism, Democracy, or any- 
thing else, except as they can use one or the 
other or all to set forward the rebellion. 
''These men," as the Editor of the Louisville 
Democrat said of them before he allied him- 
self with them, "will separate forever from 
their dear friends, the Northern Democracy, 
and join the rebellion." The saying was 
and is as true as preaching. They are 
simply and purely secessionists, and the 
ex-members of the Union party sprinkled 
amongst "these men" no more changes the 
secession party into a party of any other 
description than a sprinkling of tadpoles 
changes a frog pond into a pond of any other 
description. The ex-members of the Union 
party in alliance here and there with seces- 
sionists may become secessionists but the 
secessionists will not become Union men. 
This last is not according to the order of things. 
One might as well eipect frogs to become tad- 
poles. The secession party of Kentucky is 
the secession party and no other party. Its 
character is the same though its ranks are re- 
cruited. Its character is the same though its 
name is changed. There is no other party 
than the secession party in Kentucky except 
the Union party; and either the Union party 
or the secession party must triumph in the 
election sf next Monday. Which shall it be? 
Never was a graver question put to the people 
of Kentucky. But happily the true answer is 
as simple as the question itself is grave. No 
patriot at once disinterested and enlightened 
can hesitate for a moment to cast his vote and 
his whole influence for the triumph of the 
Union party. 

Kt¥"The abolitionists of the North and the 
rebels of the South are equally anxious for the 
defeat of the Union party of Kentucky next 
Monday j the latter because they believe the 
result would pave the way for their possession 
of Kentucky, thereby restoring the sinking 
fortunes of the rebel confederacy, and the for- 
mer because they believe the result would 
throw Kentucky into a state of rebellion, 
thereby offering them an opportunity to ex- 
tinguish slavery here and lash the Common- 
wealth to the chariot wheels of abolitionism. 
Both are so far right that the defeat of the 
Union party would inevitably precipitate upon 
our soil a strife fatal to the peace and welfare 
and free existence of the State. There is but 
one way to avert this awful calamity, which 
is to secure the triumph of the Union party, 
under whsse auspices the prosperity and hon- 
or of Kentucky have been preserved hereto- 
fore. Nothing but utter madness can impel 
even a secessionist who has the smallest stake 
in the community to strive for the defeat of 
the Union party. The black ruin that would 
spring from such a result would ingulf seces- 
sionist and Unionist alike.

Surely no Democrats can be deceived by 
the impudent and absurd pretension of the 
secession party.

The warning 
is a just one, and is none the less just because 
the Editor of the Democrat himself has neg- 
lected it.

This is not Judge Bramlette's position. It 
bears no shadow of resemblance to Judge 
Bramlette's position. It is an utter and inex- 
cusable misrepresentation. 

Judge Bramlette's position, as stated unmis- 
takably in his speech here, is that we must 
submit to these measures only until we can 
correct them under the forms of the govern- 
ment, which, as he declares, we should make 
every legitimate effort to do in the shortest 
possible time.

There is no issue made against them in Ken- 
tucky, and therefore there is no necessity to 
discuss them here, and he had not discussed 
tbem at length because they were entertained 
in common by all the Union Democrats, and, 
as our opponents say they bold the same sen- 
timents, there is therefore no issue to be taken 
with them. But the second resolution of our 
convention declared that the present causeless 
and wicked rebellion should be crushed by the 
whole power of tbe Federal Government, and 
the national authority restored over all the re- 
volted States, and for the accomplishment of 
that object we were willing to devote our 
whole resources if necessary. On this reso- 
lution our opponents take issue; all the 
rest are unopposed, but he was assailed 
because he would not discuss them at 
length, and was charged with indorsing 
the platform of the Union Democratic 
Convention, when he had on evert oc- 
casion AND EVERYWHERE EXPRESSED HIS UN- 
FALTERING ADHERENCE TO IT, HIS EARNEST 
HOPE THAT ALL OUR DIFFICULTIES MIGHT UE 
CORRECTED BY THE PEACEFUL AGENCY OF THE 
BALLOT-BOX, AND HIS DETERMINATION TO LABOR 
FOR THEIR CORRECTION BY THE BALLOT-BOX. 

The reason of such assaults was to divert at- 
tention from the true issue between the 
no-more-men-and-no-more-money party and 
and himself, and bring about a discussion on 
questions regarding which there is DO division 
of opinion in Kentucky. To do this would 
be an idle consumption of time, and he chose 
rather to show where bis opponents stood, and 
where the people ought to make tbem stand. 

The evils resulting from the acts of the 
Federal Administration Wl desire to cor- 
rect by tbe ballot-box. We may notaccom- 
lishtbis soon in the present distracted condi- 
tion of our country. The withdrawal of the Sen- 
ators and the Representatives from eleven States 
lost us the power to control measures for the 
prosecution of the war, and placed us in the 
hands of a majority opposed to us. We are 
opposed to these measures, and so are our op- 
ponents. We wish, while putting into op- 
eration EVERY PEACEFUL MEANS OF CORREC- 
TION, to correct them by a certain, radical, and 
perfect remedy, but they avoid the issue, and, 
if tbey mean anything by the cry of no more 
men and no more money, they mean a surren- 
der to tbe Confederacy, and take a round- 
about way to say that secession shall prevail. 
This is axiomatic, for we are all agreed in 
opposition to the suspension of the writ of 
habeas corpus, the conscription bill, the eman- 
cipation proclamation, tbe confiscation bill, 
and tbe arming of negro regiments. We all 
desire to get rid of them. What are our 
remedies? 

He then went uo at some length to contrast 
the remedies proposed respectively by the 
Union party and by the secession party, show- 
ing, that, while the Union party propose3 to 
correct these measures by the double process 
of the ballot-box and of the speedy suppres- 
sion of the rebellion which affords tbe meas- 
ures nearly all the vitality they have, the 
secession party proposes to correct the meas- 
ures by withholding men and money from the 
government and thus forcing it to surrender 
to the rebellion, from which he inferred that 
the secession party, unlike the Union party, 
is sot honestly opposed to the measures, but 
really desires above all other things to pro- 
mote the triumph of the rebellion and the 
destruction of the government. He insisted 
that at any rate the remedy was no remedy, 
as by involving the triumph of the rebellion 
the procedure would aggravate indefinitely 
the evils in question and would superadd to 
them countless others. 

This was his argument ; and it i3 unanswer- 
able. This is his position ; and it is impregna- 
ble. It is the position of the platform of the 
Union party of Kentucky. It is the position 
of the Northern Democracy as represented by 
the wise and brilliant Seymour. It is the only 
position sanctioned by patriotism and by 
statesmanship. The Editor of tbe Democrat 
may heedlessly misrepresent it; but if he had 
the zeal and intellect of a seraph he could 
never confute it. Let the people mark the 
position as presented by Judge Bramlette, 
and with this plain tale put down his calum- 
niators everywhere. 



If the so-called Democratic party in 
Kentucky is not the secession party, where is 
the secession party ? — what has become of it? 
It was here in February, calling itself the 
Democratic party; if the party here that now 
calls itself the Democratic party is not the se- 
cession party, how and when did the seces- 
sion party vanish? and where did it vanish 
to? and where did the so-called Democratic 
party come from? and, particularly, how does 
it happen that the rank and file, the leader, 
and the platform of both are the same?

The first piece is from some of the Grant 
delegation to the Covington Convention, and 
undertakes to answer our strictures on that 
meeting. It is enough to say of this piece, 
that one of its signers, Mr. A. M. Hume, de- 
clares that he tried, but tried in vain, to get 
the Union platform adopted at Covington. 
After that failure, it was his duty as a Union 
man, as it seeros to us, to withdraw from a 
Convention that was shown to be Republican. 

The next piece is signed "Pendleton." This 
is understood to be written by an ancient 
lawyer at Falmouth, who 6hows that he is an 
administratien man all through the article, 
and his effort was effectually answered by us 
at the time. Why did not Gen. Smith put 
"Pentleton" N'o. 2 into his handbill? 

The third piece is signed "A Loyal Citizen 
of the Sixth District." The writer, according 
to the hand-bill, is a gentlemm of Harrison 
county. From his style and awkward guess- 
ing at facts he may be considered a blunder- 
ing lawyer or a professional juryman. He 
says that "Mr. Menzies was a member of that 
(the Louisville) convention." This blunder 
^illustrates the character of the whole article, 
vhich from one end to the other is heavy 
reasoning based upon misstatements. Mr. 
Meczies was not a member of that convention, 
ifoatwas refused a place among the delegates 
that represented Kenton, although there 
was a vacancy to fill, and his name was sug- 
[ to them. The fatal objection to him 
was Trlat he was a Union man and not a 
Republican. The errors of the closing piece 
of this hand-bill are unworthy things, and 
are plain to the people of the District. We 
rejoice to hear that the prospects of Mr. 
Meczies' election are bright and brightening. 

Bay-We have full confirmation of the bar- 
barous murder of surrendered Union men by 
Morgan's fellow scoundrels in Cumberland 
couuty. When he crossed the river at Burkes- 
Tille, early in July, he attackod a small de- 
tachment of the Ninth Kentucky cavalry in 
the bottom grounds of Marrowbone creek.

IMPORTANT GENERAL ORDER. 
Headquarters Distrxt or Kentucky, ) 
LouisvillV, July 25, 1863. j 
By authority of the General commanding 
the department, the following General Order 
is made: 

1. It is ordered that no forage or other 
property belonging to loyal citizens in the 
State of Kentucky be seized or impressed ex- 
cept in cases of absolute necessity, and then 
only on tho written authority from the head- 
quarters of the Twenty-third Army Corps or 
from these headquarters. 

2. Whenever it becomes necessary to seizs 
or impress private property for military pur- 
poses, the property of sympathizers with the 
rebellion and of those opposed to furnishing 
any more men or any more money to main- 
tain the Federal government and suppress 
the rebellion will be first seized and im- 
pressed. 

3. The negroes of loyal citizens will not be 
impressed on the public works and military 
roads unless absolutely necessary. The ne- 
groes of citizens who are for no more men ..s i 
no more money to suppress the rebellion, and 
the supporter?, aiders, and abettors of such, 
will be first impretsed, and officers detailed for 
the purpose are required strictly to observe 
th is order in the execution of their duties. 

4. All horses of the enemy captured or sub- 
ject to capture will be taken possession of by 
Quartermasters and reported to Capt. Jenkins, 
Chief Quartermaster, Louisville, who is or- 
dered to allow loyal citizens to retain horse3 
to supply the places of those taken by the en- 
emy ; but disloyal persons mentioned in para- 
graphs two and three, who encourage raids 
by the enemy, will not in any case be allowed 
to retain captured horses or horses justly sub- 
ject to capture. 

5. For all property seized or impressed, 
proper and regular vouchers will be given, 
with endorsement, as to the loyalty or dis- 
loyalty of the owners of the property.

By the blessing of Almighty God, I have 
succeeded in capturing John H. .Morgan and 
Col. Duke and the balance of the command, 
amounting to about four hundred prisoners. I 
will start with Morgan and staff oil the flrst 
train for Cincinnati and await the General's 
orders for transportation for the balance.

St. Louis, July 26. 

Specials from Memphis on the 23d give par- 
ticulars of the occupation of Jackson. A 
portion of our forces under Gen. Park made 
an allack, and were met by a legion of new 
recruits from South C irolina, who, after an 
engagement of half an hour, retreated with a 
loss of 300. Our men occupied their position 
until morning, when they made a second 
advance, and discovtred that the rebels had 
evacuated, setting fire to a number of houses 
containing commissary and quartermasters' 
stores, which were entirely consumed, with 
the addition of forty other buildings, ignited 
from the houses fired by the rebels. 

The city was at once occupied by Sherman, 
who sent cavalry to interrupt communication, 
and to prevent the army of Jonston from join- 
ing lirngg, which it was supposed he would 
endeavor to do. The rebel army left but little 
behind. They took all their sick with them. 
Deserters, who are continually coming in 
from Johnson's army, express themselves dis- 
satisfied with the shape the campaign is taking, 
and are willing to throw down their arms and 
take the oath of allegiance. The Federal loss 
in the rarious skirmishes and assaults amount- 
ed to nine hundred men. 

Few people were found in the place, most of 
them are foreigners. Pemberton was cursed 
liberally ns a traitor and unworthy of con- 
fidence. 

At Vicksburg the Federal works are being 
levelled and the rebel fortifications put into 
more perfect condition. A number of the 
finest guns are being mounted, and the place 
will be held as a first-class military fortifica- 
tion. 

We have advices from New Orleans to the 
17th, Port Hu.lson the 19th, and Vickburg 
the 21st. 

The Imperial was the first steamer to arrivo 
at New Orleans, having arrived on the 15th. 
When she landed she was crowded to suffoca- 
tion with people who could not and would not 
believe that Port Hudson and Vicksburg had 
fallen. 

A largo number of prisoners, who were 
captured at Port Hudson, have joined the 
Federals. 

All is quiet in Vicksburg.

1G3. 

Nkw Vobk, July 20. 

We are indebted to the Herald for the fol- 
lowing account of operations near Charles- 
ton, received by the Arago: On the l'Jlh the 
rebels attempted to drive our forces from 
James Island. The attack was sudden and 
unexpected, but Gun. Terry repulsed them 
w ith great slaughter. 

The gunboat Pawnee, which supported the 
left flank, grounded, and a rebel battery 
opened on her, firing about fifty shots, thirty- 
nine of which hit her. She subsequently 
floated off and opened upon the rebels, putting 
them to flight. Onr casualties were small, 
and the rebels were taught a lesson they will 
not soon forget. 

The bombardment of Fort Wagner was re- 
turned on the morning of the 22d, the iron- 
clads co-operating with the army during the 
day. Fort Wagner was si'.en^ed for some 
time, and the colors shot away. The new 
Union batteries were opened upon the rebels, 
doing great execution. 

Later. — A charge was made on Fort Wag- 
ner, and our troops, after a desperate struggle, 
were obliged to fa'.l back, which they did in 
excellent order and held their old positions. 
The loss on our side was quite severe, but our 
total loss of killed, wounded, and missing 
aiocethe 10th is only about 1,000. The Forty- 
eighth New York lost about 250 men, and 
only three officers escaped unharmed. The 
Catsk ill was struck over fifty times but is all 
right. She went to Hilton for supplies and 
coal. 

Washington, July 26. 
Advices from the headquarters of the Army 
of the Potomac, received to night, say that, 
during the past week, our troops have not 
been Idle. They have closely scrutinized 
Lee's movements, and. by rapid movements, 
have succeeded in baffling his several attempts 
to get possession ef the gaps of the Blue 
Ridge. 

It is generally believed that he is now mov- 
itig rapidly toward Staunton by the Shenan- 
doah Valley. He tried Snicker's, Ashby's, 
and Manassas Gaps, but found a strong Union 
force already there. At the two last places he 
was driven back with loss. At Cbeiter Gap 
our cavalry recaptured 1,100 of the cattle 
stolen by the enemy, and several hundred 
sheep and a large number of horses were also 
recaptured. 

Several brisk skirmishes have taken place. 
The principal fighting occurred on Thursday 
evening bctweev. Linden and Front Royal, in 
which a brigade of rebel infantry, probably 
Lee's rear-guard, was driven through the 
town. The cavalry have done excellent :er- 
vice. The several commands have made many 
arduous marches aud reconnoissanccs, and 
have foiled all Stuart's attempts to raid 
on our fl nk9 and rear. Mosby s small but 
energetic band has given us much troub'e, 
principally by cutting off foraging parties and 
messengers. 

A private reports that on Friday a division 
of cavalry was compelled to fall back before a 
rebel corps, supposed to be Longstreet's. Up 
to Saturday night this report had not 
been confirmed. It is impossible to conceive 
the poverty of the country through which the 
aimy passed. With the exception of Loudon 
county, there is nothing to harvest except a 
few acres of wheat and corn, and this must 
be done by manual labor, as the country has 
been entirely Etripped of stock. 

There is now in running order to Warren- 
ton. Our supplies which have been nearly 
exhausted are flowing into the array. Our 
brave men have suffered a great deal, and have 
had fatigu;ng marches and consequent priva- 
tions, it would be a mistake to suppose it is 
to settle down ia idleness. 

The messenger who brought the above in- 
telligence to Washington reports that to-day 
40 of Mosby's cavalry were captured neir 
Fairfax Station. 

Baltimore, July 20. ; 
The following was received on Saturday 
afternoon at headquarters of this department 
Headquabters Army of tiis Potomac, 1 
Front Royal, July 25. j 
The Major-Gcneral Commanding directs 
me to inform you that he engaged the enemy 
at this point yesterday. 

This morning tho enemy appears to have 
withdrawn, and his whole army is undoubt- 
edly en route to Culpepper and Orange C. H., 
and probably his rear has passed the Shenan- 
doah at this place andStrausburg. 
(Signed) A. A. MATHEWS, 

Colonel and Chief of Staff. 

Cairo, July 20. 
Msjor-General Logan and Col. Rawling», 
of Grant's staff, arrived here to-day. They 
report that Sherman had retired to Jackson. 
He reports to General Grant that the leading 
citizens of Jackson and the surrounding coun- 
try have implored him to take some action by 
whiah Mississippi may be restored to the 
Union. Both the army and the people are 
completely disgusted, and are ready for pea:'-. 
They staked their all on Vicksburg, and it 
has fallen. Tbey clung to Johnson, as a last 
resort, and he is utterly vanquished. 

General Logan was received here with 
many marks of respect. 

Cleveland, July 20. 
Mejor Way, with 250 of the Ninth Michi- 
gan cavalry, forced Morgan to an engage- 
ment at 3 o clock yesterday morning — miles 
from Salineville, Ohio, and routed him, cap- 
turing 210 prisoners. Morgan, with 300 
men, escaped, but was captured by Colonel 
Shackelford at 3 o' slock P. M. Sunday, near 
New Lisbon. Morgan and staff are now 
prisoners at Wellsville, Ohio. 

Frankfort, July 26. 
Hon. John J. Crittenden died at half-pas', 
three o'clock this morning, without pain or 
even a struggle, in full .possession of his fac- 
ulties. Diesase, general debility. Age, 77. 

Cincinnati, July 26. 
The following has been received at head- 
quarters: 



Seven boats arrived at Cincinnati on 
Friday evening, having on board one thou- 
sand three hundred additional prisoners be- 
longing to Morgan's rebel army. This makes 
an aggregate of two thousand four hundred 
who have thus far been brought to Cincinnati. 
They are to be sent to Indianapolis. The pri- 
vates, perhaps, will be exchanged; but the 
officers will beheld until certain Union offi- 
cers held by the rebel Confederacy are given 
up.

Commonwealth of Kentucky, 1 
Exsci'TivE Department. J 
For the information and guidance of all 
officers at the approaching election, I have 
caused to be herewith published an act of the 
Legislature of Kentucky, entitled "an act to 
amend chapter 15, of the Revised Statutes, 
entiilcd 'Citizens, Expatriation, and Aliens.' 

The strict observance and enforcement of 
this, and all other laws of this State regula- 
ting elections, are earnestly enjoined and re- 
quired, as being alike due to a faithful dis- 
charge of duty, to the purity of the elective 
franchise, and to the sovereign will of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, expresied through their Leg- 
islature. 

Given under my hand as Governor of Ken- 
tucky, at Frankfort, this 20th day of July, 
1863. and in the 72d year of the Common- 
wealth, j. F. ROBINSON.

CnAPTEB 509. 
AN ACT to amend chapter 15 of the Revitod Statutes, 
entitled "Citixcns, Expatriation, and Aliens." 
I 1. Be it enacted hy the General Ao'emhhi of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky. That any citizen of this State 
who shall enter inio the service of tho so-callod Con- 
federate Stati-H. In either a civil or military capacity, 
or into the service of the so-called Provisional Govern- 
ment of Kentucky, in either a civil or military rapac- 
ity, or having heretofore entered such service of either 
the Confederate states or Provisional Government, 
phnll continue m such aervico after thiiact takes ef- 
fect, or shall take up or contluue In arnn against the 
military forces of the United States or the State of 
Kentucky, or shall givo voluutary aid and assistance 
to those in arms against said forces, shall be deemed to 
have expatriated himself, and shall do longer bo a 
citizen of Kentucky, nor shall be again bo a citizen, 
except b) permission of the Legislature by a general or 
srccial statute. , „ . 

{ 2. That whenever a person attempts or is called 
on to exercise any of the constitutional or legal 
right! and privileges lieloneing only to citizen! of 
Kentucky, he may oc required to negative on oath tho 
expatriation prcvided in the first section of this act; 
and upon his failure or refusal to do so, shall not be 
permitted to exercise auy such right or privilege. 

i 3. This act to be of force in thirty days from aud 
af'er its passage. m „ 

Passed anil 1« came a law, the objections of tho Gov- 
ernor to lltecontrary notwsthstanuiiig, March II, 1862. 

All papers throughout the State will pub- 
lish this proclamation and the accompanying 
act until the election, and Bend bills to the 
Secretary of State^ jj22dte 

The following is the affidavit which may be 
used to negative the expatriation provided in 
the first section of the above act, upon the 
failure or refusal to take which no one can 
run for an office or vote for a candidate. It is 
the duty of all election officers to require it. 

You, A. B., do solemnly swear that since 
the 11th day of April, 1862, you have not en- 
tered into or been in the service of the so- 
called Confederate States, nor in the service 
of the Provisional Government of Kentucky, 
in either a civil or military capacity — and you 
do further solemnly swear that since the said 
11th day of April, 1862, you have not taken 
up or been in arms against the military forces 
of the United States, or the military forces of 
the State of Kentucky — and you do furtber 
solemnly swear that since the said 11th day of 
April, 1S62, you have in no way, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, given any voluntary aid 
or assistance to any person or persons who 
were in arms against the military forces of the 
United States or the military forces of the 
State of Kentucky. So help you Goi. 

A CARD. 

To the Citizen* of the Fifth Ward, City of Louucille : 
Ilaving served yon at one of tho city police for Bev- 
el al years and t-eirg recently removed from that po* 
Billon, I feel it due to myself to state the clrctimstan- 
c*s under which that removal was made, aud particu- 
larly to since it has been made th. occasion of Inawts- 
ations against my loyalty as a citizen of tne Goveru* 
ment of the United States. As a loyal man, devoted 
to the principles of my Government aud opftoied to 
secession in all its form-, 1 yield to none; f 11 ivo no 
sjmpatby with those In rebellion against the Govern- 
ment, and could never countenance them or their 
cause, or give them aid or comfort In their effort t<> 
de.troy the Government. 1 refer to my conduct and 
to all that 1 have said .nd done since the first act of 
rebellion in the South, to establish my position as a 
loyal man. , . . 

When the General Cornell passed a resolution re- 
questing the military authorities to organize tno 
milt! a of the city and place them under drill, and also 
passed a resolution that all who 'ailed to enroll aud 
drill should be sent North or confined in prison, I was 
a night policeman serving in the Filth Ward, and my 
duties required uiv to spend the wboleniglit In watch- 
ing for Hie security of jouraelves and your property, 
and I did net think it wni ritht to require me to per- 
form the duties of a militiaman and to drill lor such 
time ovcry day as officers mi^ht determine I should, 
and under this belief 1 did Bay I would not drill, and 
1 Ik n foio did not go forward and enroll myself. Yet, 
if an occasion has arisen when my Hervicjs wero ro- 
QUlred to defend the city against au invasion of a hos- 
tile foe, I would have been us ready to take up arms as 
ai > man, and continue as long undor arms to save the 
property of citizens from destruction and pillage. 

About the lime the enrolment comraeu<--ed I visited 
Cincinnati on business ol importance to myself, in- 
tending to return the next day, but the boats did not 
return for twoor Ihreedays, owiug to the danger from 
the raid then going ou iu Indiana and near the river 
between this city and Cincinnati, and I was delayed 
during that time. On my return I fouud that the po- 
lice had organized a company and wore drilling, and I 
would then cheerfully have united and drilled with 
them had i not said 1 would not drill,- but I was ar- 
rested and confined In the military prisoa for refining, 
as 1 ain informed, to enroll myself. About the same 
time I was discharged by the Mayor from luy place as
